C A M D E N , N . J . Dec. 20.—An ex- 
press train on the Camden and Atlan- 
tic roilroad ran into a gravel train on 
the Camden 
and Gloucester and 
Mount Ephraim railroad Saturday in 
front of the yard of the former com- 
pany, where the tracks of the two 
roads cross at right angles. The fol- 
lowing train hands on the Gloucester 
road were injured: 
William Camp 
bell, three ribs broken and severely 
injured internally; 
Philip Stanton, 
wrist 
^broken 
and 
face 
cut, 
and Thomas Krisp, leg broken and 
otherwise injured about the head and 
arms. 
Campbell is in a critical con- 
dition. 
An investigation resulted in 
the dismissal of engineer John McKoe, 
of the express train, Yardmaster Stan- 
ley and Flagman Burkett. 


An Attempt Slade to Wrccka Train 
on (he Wisconsin Central Road— 
a Brakeman Bobbed. 


M I L W A U K E E , Dec. 20.—An attempt 
was made at an early hour yesterday 
morning to wreck a train on the Wis- 
consin Central railroad, half way be- 
tween Elkhart lake and Plymouth, 
about fifty mile from this oity. The 
attempt, it is supposed, was directed 
at the express train reaching here at 
3 o'clock this morning, or the pay car, 
which passed recently. A number of 
loose iaila were placed across the track 
in a lonely spot. 
Fortunately a vuld 
freight train was the first to reach the 
place, and striking the obstruction 
the engine was thrown from the track 
but kept the road bed. A brakeman 
was immediately sent back to iiag the 
coming express train. 
When but a 
short distance back the brakeman was 
accosted by a man, who asked if the 
say car had passed, and being answered 
that it had, pulled a revolver and de- 
manded the brakeman's money, which 
he gave to the robber, amounting to 
$40.. Simultaneobsly with the first 
demand, two men appeared on either 
side of the track from the under-brush 
and after the robbery they all disap- 
peared, and no trace of them has been 
found.

Fred Thomas, 
a breakman on the freight train, fell 
fifteen feet, on a pile of bricks aod 
received fatal injuries.

No person or persons shall con- 
duct, maintain or operate any establish- 
ment or enterpriseot a n y kind, nor shall 
any person do any act which shall in any 
manner pollute or cause the pollution oi 
the water in the stream known as Spy 
Run, within the distance of iivo miles 
froai the city limit, subject to the provi- 
sions of said seotlon of said act.

This 83ason when the whaling fleet 
returned from a short trip in the Arc- 
tic ocean it was stated that the season 
had been unusually short and that 
the catch had been large, but few peo- 
ple were aware of the extraordinary 
djscoyery which had been made by 
the crew of one of the vessels, which 
is to result in the enriching of a score 
or more people. 
The story, as told by 
the captain of the whaler, is as fol- 
lows : 


While the vessel was lying in a 
small bay at the mouth of one of the 
rivers which empty into the ocean on 
the coast of Alaska, a great many of 
fie natives came aboard to trade for 
sea bitcuit, of which they are passion- 
ately fond, and they were treated so 
liberally by the white men that the 
chief invited the captain to accompa- 
ny them up the river a short distance 
on a fishing excursion. 
The captain 
consented, especially as he was told 
the river swarmed with salmon, and 
he desired to lay in a supply. A whale 
boat was manned and the captain, 
one of the mates and four men start- 
ed on the expedition. 
The entire 
party went

about fifteen miles, passing over a 
rapid which was dLfficalt on account 
of the swift current and rocky ob- 
structions. 
Soon after passing the 
rapids they came in eight of a hill, 
fringed with shrubs and trees at its 
base, but barren and rocky toward the 
summit, which seecaed to be not more 
than four or five hundred feet high. 
Here the party halted, and after par- 
taking of dinner 
the seameu began 
taking salmon, while the captain and 
mate, together with the chief, made 
an ascent of the hill. Arriving at the 
top they found what seemed to be the 
crater of an extinct volcano, and 
around there were evidences that at 
one time there had 
been a terrible 
eruption, for loo.^e bowlders, charred 
and blackened, strewed the ground in 
every tiirection. 
In the crater itself 
the captain noticed that the rocks re- 
sembled congealed iron alter it had 
been melted, and undertook to knock 
of a piece, but could not do it, as it 
seemed to bend, not break, with bis 
repsated blows with the head of a 
boat axe. 
He then «truck it with the 
blade ot the axe and actually

rock be saw it was as soft nearly as 
lead, although it did not shine.

thought then it was a metal of some 
kind, and kept it. The mate mean- 
while had picked np some of the looee 
rocks and bowlders, and they started 
away. 
Toward 
evening a 
native 
brought a piece of rock about twelve 
inches long by six inches thick, which 
weighed foriy 
eight 
pounds 
and 
sparkled with gold, stating that he 
had found it near another hill farther 
up the river niul that ;^uch rock was 
eaiiily gathered there. 
The party re- 
turned to the vfssel and in due time 
iriived in San Francisco. 
Here the 
story was told lo a gentleman living 
in O.ikland, and the tpecimens hiind- 
ed over to him for the purpose of 
having 
proper assays made. 
This 
was done, and the j.iece which the 
captain chopped off the hill with an 
ax wont $(»,000 per ton in silver, and 
the loose rocks picked up on the side 
of the hill went as high as is;27u silver 
per ton. 
It seems then that this hill 
is a mountain of silver, and that it is 
only the beginning of vast discoveries 
which will soon be made in Alask?, 
which may yet become the El Dorado 
to which thousands will rush. 
The 
Oakland gentleman spoken of imme- 
diately formed a party, oi company, 
which has

markable find, as soon as the sea-son 
opens.
